Prior to coming into the hands of the 
Americans, Royal Flush had behaved dis- 
appointingly. He was an Irish-bred hor.se. 
Tliough known to po.ssess great speed, he 
was reputed to be unreliable when the Amer- 
icans purchased him. But probably by the 
aid of dope— those wore the days when 
doping was permitted — they had transformed 
him into an easy Royal Hunt Cup winner. 
He had been purchased from Fred Lee, one 
of the present day liandicappcrs, who, I be- 
lieve, had suffered rather badly from the 
previous performances of this horse. 

Tliat was Eager’s last racing year. The 
following season we sent liini to the stud, 
and my friend Harry Alills stood him at 
AVimborne, in Dorsetshire, where ho became 
a successful sire. Klcctra, winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas; Petit l!!eu, twice 
a winner at A.scot ; Nirvanah and Nero, and 
otlier famous winners were sired by Eager. 
I’nfortunately he did not live long. One day 
I tlie old champion was at exercise on the 
j roads around Wimhorne, wlien a motor car 
came along and, though the driver behaved 
correctly. Eager grew excited, and hacking 
on to tlie lialled car, broke a leg and had to 
he destroyed. This was an unfortunate end 
j for a great horse, the first good animal that 
; I purchased as a trainer in England.
